- Fouxrthly, It is moſt manifeſt; That all qur late horrid Civil 
Wars, Rapines, Blood-ſhed, and the execrable and Solemn' 
Murther of His late Majeſty, and the Baniſhment of our preſent 
Sovereign, were <fcCted according to the fore-contrivance of 
the Papiſts, by the Atfiftance -which Diſſenters gave them, 
and the opportunities they had to preach them into Rebelli- 
on, under the Pretcnce of a thoramugh Reformation, that all the. 
late Commotions and Rebellions in Scotland, ſprung from the 
ſame Counſcl, and Conduct :. and that the Papiſts will never 
out of the hopes of effecting our Rin, norwithout the ſaine 
opportunitics they have hitherto had, {o long, as our Diviſions 
are kept up and maintained, which give them the advantage 
of daſhing us one againlt another; | \ 

. Fifthly,.. That thexctore obltipate Dyſſenters arc before God, 
and according to the Judgment of the (trongelt Reaſon, built 
upon plain matter ot undeniable Fact, guilty of all the real 
danger of Popery prevailing again -in theſe Nations by the 
ruin of Proteſtant Religjon. 2 | 


* $ixthly, .That the Church of England in DoRtrine and Diſci- 
pline is the greateſt Enemy the Papiſts have, according to their 
own declared Senſe and Judgment, and conſequently wholly ' 
innocent of any ſuch Deſigns and Compliances, or Approach- 
es to the Church of Rome, as Father Dx. Moulin, other 
Brain-{ick or worſe People, endeavour. to fix upon her : and 
that it is m_— to give a clearer Demonſtration of the In-

nocence-of the Bilhops and Clergy of England, than Dr. Oats 
has in the 72 Paragraph of his Narrative, before-recited, con- 
cerning the Popes Bull or Breve, -beſtowing all the conſidera- 
ble Promotions and Dignitics..in England-upon Papilts there 
mentioned, which. could not -be done- without tuning out 
the preſent Biſhops and Dignitaries of the Church : and there 
cannot be a more demontſtrative Argument that He eſteems 
them gn. wy —_—_— for there is no _ but if the 
Pope any hopes of their compliance with Popery, he 
. would not only have conſented to their continuance in _

Promotions, but have promiſed' high Rewards, and Encou- 
ragements to them. 

Seventbly,That therefore it is the joynt Intereſt both of Prince 
and People of theſe Nations to ſupport and defend the Church 
of England as now by Law Eſtabliſhed 3 thoſe of her Commu- 
nion being by a Tract of Experience of cqual date with the 
Reformation, found to be both in Principles and Practice the 
moſt Peaccable and Loyal Subjects, and foundeſt Proteſtants, 
of unſhaken Allegiance and unblemiſhed Loyalty, the ableft 
Champions againſt Popery, and the onely Bulwork of the Pro- 
teltant Religion, as is but too evident by the conſtant endea- 
vours of the Papilts; both by their own Power and the affiſt- 
ance of Diſſenters to undermine and overthrow it. 

To conclude, as I have here impartially related matter of 
Fat, and drawn neceſſary Inferences from it, without Ani- 
molity or bitterneſs of Language, fo I hope Good men will, 
without prejudice or partiality, weigh it in an equal Balance, 
and make that charitable Uſe of it for which it was intended, 
that it may be a means by diſcovering the ſaree and original 
of our Diviſions and Diſtractions, our Fears and Apprehen- 
fions, and thereby give us the opportunity to break the 
Snares of our Enemies, to which, nothing can (© effectually 
contribute, as our uniting in the Proteſtant Religion of the 
Church ot England. ; 

God of his infinite Mercy, who maketh men to be of one 
mind in a Houſe, who is the Author of Peace, and the Lover 
of Concord, who breaketh the Snares of the Ungodly, turn- 
eth their Wiſe-men backward, and their Counſels into Fool- 
iſhndſs3 grant that in this our day, we may ſee, and know, 


and follow the things that make for our Peace, that ſo our Di- 


viſions may not be our-Rnne, that the Enemies of our Coun- 
trey and Religion may not triumph over us, but that by our 
Union with the Eſtabliſhed Government in Church and State, 
we may defeat the Deſigns of our Enemies, and diſappoint their 
Expectations. God long preſerve the Life of our Dread Sove- 
reign, and defend this Church, the moſt truly Apoſtolique of 
any Church upon the Face of the Earth.
